A  committee  appointed  by  the  Moderator  purchased  a 
Stewart  truck  for  the  Depot  department,  and  th,e  chemical 
tanks  and  body  were  transferred  from  the  old  truck  to  the 
new  truck  by  Fireward  Oscar  Yon. 

We  would  recommend  that  this  department  be  put  in  first 
class  condition  with  new  pump,  Booster  tank,  hose  and  new 
body.

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THE  REPORT  OF  THE  FITZWILLIAM 
DISTRICT  NURSING  ASSOCIATION 

From  February  1st,  1936  to  February  1st,  1937 


Visits  by  the  nurse  include  the  following  items :  Obstetric 
cases,  21 ;  Postpartum  care,  31 ;  New  Born,  31 ;  Non-communic- 
able diseases,  193  ;  Antepartum  care,  22  ;  Pre-sehool,  194 ;  Adult, 
187 ;  Social  Service,  227 ;  School  visits.  89 ;  Communicable  di- 
seases, 2;  Infant,  96;  School  Children.  194;  total.  1.233. 

At  the  annual  physical  examination  given  by  Dr.  Emerson, 
assisted  by  the  nurse,  124  children  were  on  the  school  census. 
Defects  found  among  the  children  are  as  follows :  Diseased 
tonsils,  20;  Adenoids.  20;  defective  vision,  6;  10%  Under- 
weight, 14;  Anaemia,  4;  Valvular  Heart.  2;  Poor  Posture,  5; 
Enlarged  Glands,  2 ;  Tongue-tied,  1 ;  Thyroid,  1.  All  have  been 
vaccinated.  Children  excluded  from  school,  Pediculosis,  1 ; 
Scabies,  6  ;  Scarlet  Fever,  1 ;  Measles.  3. 

During  the  summer,  three  clinics  were  held  at  the  Elliot 
Community  Hospital,  Keene,  where  19  children  had  tonsils  and 
adenoids  removed. 

Twelve  children  have  been  taken  to  have  their  eyes  ex- 
amined, six  of  whom  were  fitted  to  glasses.  Since  the  annual 
physical  examination,  this  autumn,  four  others  have  had  de- 
fective vision  corrected  by  glasses. 

Three  clinics  have  been  held  during  the  year  for  babies 
and  pre-school  children.  The  purpose  of  these  clinics  is  for 
parents  to  have  a  physical  examination  for  each  child.  Toxoid 
serum,  and  vaccination  may  be  had  gratis.  As  in  previous 
years.  Dr.  Emerson  has  given  freely  of  his  time  and  services, 
as  well  as  all  materials  used.     It  cannot  be  stressed  strongly 
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enough,  that  mothers  should  avail  themselves  of  this  opportun- 
ity for  guidance  for  the  baby,  and  to  have  the  pre-sehool  child 
physically  fit  for  school.  These  children  are  our  future  citi- 
zens. 

Miss  Rutland,  as  in  previous  years,  has  continued  her  work 
of  making  and  giving  several  la^'ettes  to  the  Nursing  Associa- 
tion. 

Mr.  Samuel  Simonds,  a  former  resident  of  Fitzwilliam.  has 
again  this  year  remembered  the  sh,ut-ins  with  fruit.  He  has 
also  sent  crates  of  fruit  for  the  school  children.  Mr.  Simonds, 
always  a  friend  of  the  children,  has  contributed  to  the  fund 
for  buying  the  school  radios,  and  to  the  playground  equipment 
project. 

At  the  time  this  report  is  being  written,  a  Dental  Clinic 
is  about  to  be  put  into  operation,  conducted  as  last  year.  All 
children  are  to  be  transported  to  Keene,  N.  H.,  to  the  offices  of 
Dr.  Conboy  and  Dr.  Barnard.  Each  child  upon  the  payment 
of  $1.00,  is  entitled  to  have  all  necessary  dental  work  com- 
pleted, the  balance  to  be  paid  with  the  remainder  of  the  fund 
created  through  the  generositj'  of  the  Town  Fair  Association. 

T  wish  to  thank  each  and  every  one  for  their  splendid  sup- 
port and  co-operation  both  to  the  nurse  and  to  the  Nursing 
Association.  It  is  through  this  continued  support  that  more 
work  can  be  accomplished.  Especially,  do  I  thank  the  School 
Board,  Dr.  Emerson,  teachers  in  the  schools,  and  the  officers 
and  members  of  the  Nursing  Association.

The  program  of  rhythmic  drill  and 
simple  dance  steps  started  in  the  first  grade  and  continued 
through  the  six  grades,  is  a  source  of  pleasure  to  the  pupils  and 
has  a  strong  relationship  to  the  appreciation  of  music  and  to 
theoretical  time  study. 

The  chief  aim  in  the  first  grade  is  the  elimination  of  non- 
singers  of  which  there  are  from  75%  to  100%  at  the  opening 
of  the  school  year.  In  Grade  II  and  III  theoretical  study  is 
begun  with  great  satisfaction  to  the  pupils  who  find  them- 
selves able  to  read  their  own  very  easy  songs.  In  Grades  IV -VI 
the  several  branches  of  music  study  have  a  very  definite  and 
concentrated  outline  for  great  accomplishment.  During  this 
period  there  is  much  study  of  two-part  singing,  early  Ameri- 
can dances,  composers  and  instruments  of  the  orchestra. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  problems  is  presented  in  junior 
High  School — that  of  the  changing  boy  voice.  In  September 
each  pupil  has  an  individual  voice  test  and  to  the  boy  this  is 
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an  advantag'e  as  he  may  know  the  condition  and  placement  of 
his  own  voice  and  what  to  do  about  it.  Additional  voice  tests 
are  arran«>ed  at  other  times  when  wise.  It  is  most  gratifying, 
throujih  this  procedure  coupled  with  vigilance  and  patience  in 
chorus  practises,  to  see  many  boys  gaining  confidence  in  their 
ability  to  contribute  to  the  chorus.  The  Junior  High  Chorus  is 
larger  and  better  balanced  at  the  present  time  than  in  recent 
years. 

In  the  si)riiig  of  1936  pupils  of  the  Depot  and  Village 
Schools  raised  money  to  purchase  radios  for  the  two  buildings, 
enabling  them  to  enter  the  1936-37  N.  B.  C.  Music  Appreciation 
Course  conducted  by  Mr,  Walter  Damrosch.  Beginning  with 
Grade  IV  each  pupil  has  his  own  note  or  work  book  printed  by 
N.  B.  C.  and  purchased  by  the  School  Board.  Grades  IV -VI 
listen  to  Series  A  concerts  and  Junior  High  to  Series  B  and  all 
groups  are  intensely  interested  in  the  programs.  They  are 
gaining  an  understanding  of  the  many  phases  of  the  apprecia- 
tion of  music,  which  is  gratifying.  The  State  Line  pupils  are 
hoping  to  use  the  proceeds  of  the  1936  Christmas  operetta 
toward  a  radio.  At  present  the.y  carry  on  a  Music  Apprecia- 
tion Course  with  Note  or  Scrap  Books  which  they  make  them- 
selves. 

I  wish  to  express  gratitude  to  the  Superintendent,  School 
Board  and  teachers  for  cooperation.
